This year marks a new era for the 
Santa Ana Junior College as this is the 
first time in the school’s history a 
seperate building has been dedicated 
to the junior college students. Except 
tor-a few high school commercial 
classes the former high school Com- 
mercial Building is entirely reserved 
for college classes. 

Professor Nealley and Miss Lasby 
now have the old girls’ gym which 
has been converted into a lecture 
room. This room will amply seat the 
large number who customarily regis- 
ter for Professor Neally and Miss 
Lasby’s classes. This new class room 
relieves the conjested condition which 
wai prevailant in the psychology, 
sociology, and philosophy classes last 
yeas, 

The Studen: Body officers now have 
2 desk of their own. Mr. Fisk is now 
provided with a private office, 

Registration for Junior College 
showed a 15 per cent increase on 
Saturday night joveg last year. A 
proportionate increase in late reg- 
istralions would bring the number 
of 223, already registered, up to a- 
round 300. Approximately 80 of 
these students were returning J. C, 
students. 

So great was the rush that many 
classes were over crowded. The 
Freshman English classes scheduled 
proved to be too few for the num- 
ber registering, and more sections 
will probably be necessary. Mr. 
Nealley has 72 enrolled in his Psy. 
chology class. There are over 50 in 
Miss Lasby’s classes.

He will have to apply himself harder to a new and harder 
course of study which calls from him an independent spirit of 
endeavor never before put forth. 

Yet more important, the new student must acclimate him- 
self to his new surroundings before he can do his best work.

Now that 
athletes have been declared as fully mentally equipped as any 
other student, under the strain of such a pressing outside activity 
as football, they must prove that they have no only as much, 
but more judgment than any other class of student. 


The secret of success in college enterprise seems to lie in 
rightly apportioning one’s energy.

All one’s faculties 
applied to studies makes the football player a dull football player. 
But most important of all—too much time, uncounted time, un- 
recognized time, spent in dallying about—spoils the most import- 
ant undertaking in the world.

ABROAD 


By Mr. GLENN 


“America need not feel that we 
are breaking away from France and 
that a spirit of animosity is arising. 
The incidents which are played up 
so prominently by the press are not 
representitive of the French people 
as a whole,” Mr Glenn states since 


his return from’ a gonducted tour 
through France, Italy, Switzerland, 
Germany, Holland, England, and 
Scotland. 

“During our week in Paris we 
took a tour around to the nearby 
battlefields. It happened to be July 
14, the French Independence Day, 
so we got a very picturesque view 
of the peasant life. In all the little 
villages the streets and buildings 
were bedecked with banners, bands 
were playing, and parades, athletic 
contests, and. the like were in prom- 
inence. As we rode through, the 
people would wave and greet us very 
enthusiasticHy. They could tell that 
we were Americans by our dress and 
the bus in which we rode. At the 
monument erected in memory of the 
Americans who went into the war 
as volunteers before the United 
States entered, we were met by a 
French soldier with medals covering 
the left of his chest, who proudly 
informed us concerning its erection 
in expression of the gratitude of 
the French. These people represent- 
ed the true feelings of the French 
as a whole toward the Americans.” 

Mr Glenn found that France is 
rapidly reconstructing its ruined 
properties. In the villages that were 
shot to pieces in the war only about 
one out of twelve of the ruins re- 
main. The shell torn fields are now 
covered with grain. The barbed wire 
entanglements’ are being used for 
fences in place of stone. Nature 
seems to be helping by covering the 
ruins with flowers. 

“In Italy are the accumulated 
treasures of centuries, dating back 
to a thousand years before Christ. 
There are hundreds of magnificent 
churches. You will see one and Say, 
‘Surely,this is the greatest, and then 
find another still mora beautiful, 
and so on. St. Peter’s Cathedral in 
Rome is the largest in the world. 
Two football fields could be put in 
it and there would be room left, so 
great is its size. 

“Every place we went in Rome, 
we could feel the power of Musso- 
lini. At first we Americans resented 
having a _ policeman watching ug 
everywhere we went, but before we 
left, after we had become acquaint- 
ed with the Italian temperment, we 
saw the necessity of his rule. They 
are used to being forced to obedi- 
ence. 

“In Geneva we were given a lec- 
ture on the League of Nations. Mem- 
bers of the party who were opposed 
to the League were all in favor of 
it after becoming acquainted with 
the great things it has done and is 
now doing. 

“In Germany we were received 
very graciously. There we saw the 
most evidences of the war. Our port- 
er, a waiter, ticket colector, and a 
great many men that we met were 
maimed. We could see that the child- 
ren had suffered severely during the 
war because of poor food, insuffi- 
cient clothing and medical attention. 
Frugality was very prominent a- 
mong the people. 

“We would not have to be told 
which of the two countries we pass- 
ed through had not been in the war. 
Things were prosperous in Hollland. 
There were paved roads, private cars 
(some Buicks, Fords, and Cadilacs),
